General  Requirements 


Administered  in  each  participating  State  by  an  official  State  agency 
cooperating  wi th  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Agricultural  Research 
Administration,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

All  poults  must  be  normal  and  representative  of  the  breed  and 
variety. 

Poults  and  hatching  eggs  lose  their  identity,  in  the  plan’s  termi> 
nology,  when  sold  to  non-participants  for  resale. 

Designs,  emblems  and  plan  terminology  are  limited  to  participants  in 


Participants  may  not  purchase  or  sell  breeding  stock,  hatching  eggs 
or  poults  other  than  those  produced  under  the  plan. 

Official  labels  are  required  on  breeding  stock  and  packages  of 
poults  and  hatching  eggs. 

Advertising  must  be  in  accordance  with  rules  and  regulations  of 
plan  and  rules  of  Federal  Trade  Coounission. 

Breeding  houses  and  pens,  hatcheries  and  incubating  equipment  must 
be  kept  sanitary  and  in  good  condition.
